Councilman W. A. Donaldson of the Seventh Ward is in favor

He states he will cast 'his vote in 


the Council m favor of the ordinance granting the franchise provid- 
ing the Home Telephone Company makes a minimum bid of at least 
$20,000, constructs conduits for the laying of the wires of the Police 
Telegraph and Fire Alarm systems of the city, and grants the city, 
the free use of at least fifty telephones 


In giving his reasons, in a signed interview, why he will vote 


for the franchise, Councilman Donaldson says • 


"I am'in favor of competition in the telephone business as well 


as in other industries 
There are certain restrictions which I will 


insist upon in granting the franchise, but as the restrictions are 
reasonable in my mind, I do not assume that the company will op- 
pose them 
These restrictions are merely for the safeguarding of 


the city, I believe that the minimum bid for the franchise should 
be at least $20,000 In event there is competition over the bid.this 
sum may be greatly increased 


"The next condition under which I am willing to grant the 


Home Telephone Company the franchise is that it shall lay conduits 
for the wires belonging to the city and shall also give the city th« 
i ight to use its poles 


"I think that the city is entitled to, at least, the use of fifty free 


phones, and I for one will ask that this clause be inserted in the 
franchise. 


"I think there should be a clause also, in the franchise to tha 


effect that the new companv will submit to all the laws now in 
force, or that may hereafter be enacted, that is the company must 
be made responsible for any damages that the installation of its sys- 
tem may entail to the city. With these restrictions and other minor ' 
restrictions, I will vote to grant the Home Telephone Company 91 
franchise.

AWFUL CATASTROPHE 
IN THE 


JAPANESE NAVY

TOKIO, SEPT. 12, 2 P. M —THE NAVY DEPARTMENT ANNOUNCES THAT THE 


BATTLESHIP MIKASA HAS BEEN DESTROYED BY FIRE AND THE ^EXPLOSION OF 
HER MAGAZINE, CAUSING THE LOSS OF 599 LIVES, INCLUDING-MEN OF OTHER 
SHIPS WHO WENT TO THE RESCUE. 
CAUSE OP DISASTER IS UNKNOWN 


The fire started from an unknown cause at midnight on Sunday night, September 10. Be- 


fore the officers could be rescued the fire reached the aft magazine, which exploded, blowing a 
hole in the port side of the vessel below the water line and causing the ship to sink. 


An investigation is now being held to determine the cause of the fire. 
The Mikasa was one of the largest and most powerful vessels in the Japanese navy. She 


was built at Barrow, England, and was launched in 1902. She hac' a displacement of 15,200 tons 
and her speed was 18J4 knots, with 1(5,431 indicated horsepower. Her 
armament consisted of 


four 12-inch, fourteen 6-inch twenty 12-pounders, eight 3-pounders, four 2j^-pounders 
and

In the battle of the Sea of Japan the Mikasa was the heaviest loser of /the Japanese ships, 


having sixty-three killed and wounded. She approached nearer to the Russians than any other 
battleship. 


The Mikasa "was also the flagship of Admiral Togo after the great naval battle foug'bt off 


Port Arthur on August 10, 1904, on which occasion the flagship also suffered the most, but con- 
tinued in the fighting line. 


On that occasion the Mikasa had four officers and twenty-nine men killed, six officers and 


twenty-nine men severely wounded and four officers and twenty-nine men slightly wounded. 
SHE LED THE FLEET INTO ACTION 


The Mikasa was the flagship of the Japanese navy, flying the flag of Vice-Admiral Togo, 


the command-m-chief 
She was present at all the principal engagements during the war and was 


on several occasions reported severely damaged in action. At the battle of the Sea of Japan she 
led the fleet into action and her name was mentioned in connection with some of the most stir- 
ring events of this famous sea fight.

INVESTIGATE ALLEGED FRAUDU- 


LENT IMPORTATIONS OF 


(JLtVE OIL. 


• NEW YORK, Sept. 12.— An Investiga- 
tion Is being -made here under the di- 
rection of the Treasury Department of 
alleged fraudulent Importations of olive 
oil. .During the past week numerous 
cases are stated to hava been found of 
Importers alleged to be engaged in re- 
ceiving an inferior . grade of edible 'olive 
oil under the 'guise of machine .oU. 
In 


some cases several hundred barrels of 
this olive oil -was brought over at •& time. 
Inese Importers are said either to sell 
the oil to retailers, who mix It with, 
cottonseed oil and sell it as olive oil or 
themselves so mix and sell it. 
To disguise the olive oil the dishonest 
importers are stated to 
have 
had 
it 
shipped in rough, dirty barrels, and took 
no pains to rid It of Jts Impurities or 
lancld qualities until It 'had passed the 
••ustom s officials. 
As the 'pure olive oil

The Trouble in the Isthmus. 


It Is now nearly two years since the United States govern- 


ment began operations on the Panama canal, yet the president of 
the Commission admits that the quarters for employes are insuffi- 
cient, the sanitary arrangements imperfect and incomplete and the 
methods for provisioning the army of men employed on the canal 
wholly inadequate. The other day there was a bread not. Thou- 
sands of laborers struck work and surrounded the mam offices be- 
cause they were half starved and charged extortionate prices for 
what food they could buy. The dispatch telling of the occurrence 
says: 


"The chief engineer, John F. Stevens, has been sending daily 


appeals to the Canal Commissioners' headquarters to send his men 
food. It was said today by authority that the laborers who are 
doing the hard work have been for some time in a half-starved con- 
dition, due to the fact that the demand for food has raised the prices 
of all commodities to abnormal figures in Panama. The dollar-a- 
day men, with eggs at ten cents each and bad meat from 20 to 40 
cents a pound, have gone for two and three days at a time without 
any food except that got from sucking the wild cane in the swamps 
They have gathered around the headquarters office begging for foo 
and daily cables to Washington for food supplies have been the re 
suit" 


These facts have officially been published as a justification |fo 


letting a food contract to J. E Markel that has been attacked as be 
ing unfairly awarded. The facts furnish a strong presumption of in 
competence or worse in the canal management. They are conclusiv 
evidence that the work of construction has been badly handled ani 
poorly organized. 


Why is it that matters are in such a wretched state after twt. 


years of operation? The isthmus is only a short distance across 
with harbors on both sides and p railroad in operation along th> 
line of the canal. There has been no lack of money, and the bas< 
of supplies is not far away. Yet the Commission has somehow fail 
ed to provide in two years time suitable quarters and adequate meth 
ods of provisioning a working force at no time exceeding 20,000 men 
—less than an army corps 
Even the hospital accommodation! 


have fallen far short of requirements, and the medical service be 
came involved in such a mesh of red tape that patients desperately il 
had to wait several days before proper medicines could be obtain- 
ed. In a tropical climate where men are suddenly seized with deadly 
maladies which run their course in a few days such dilatory methods 
are little short of criminal. They have caused unnecessary loss o: 
life and suffering and retarded work on the canal 


What is the matter? Has our boasted capacity for organiza- 


tion failed us in this extremity or have the agents employed by the 
Government proved unequal to the emergency? None of the great 
railway systems of the United States would get things in such a 
mess. French incapacity to deal with conditions has been much de- 
rided in the American press, but it appears that we have done worse 
instead of better than the French. If there is not a decided change 
for the better on the isthmus there will arise a popular demand for a 
change of management.

Professor Hilgard's Retirement. 


The retirement of Professor E. W. Hilgard from active connec- 


tion with the State University is an event deserving of i attention. 
Professor Hilgard has been the head of the College of A'griculture 
for thirty years, and during that period has,, rendered inestimable 
services to the agriculture, horticulture and viticulture of Califor- 
nia. He has been ardently devoted to his work. In him scientific 
interest was stimulated by natural interest. He also possessed a 
keen appreciation of the commercial value of products of the soil 
and processes-for cultivating and preparing them for-market. He 
has consequently been a valuable adviser TO the husbandmen of this 
State. He has 'disseminated a vast amount of useful information 
regarding the chemistry of soils, the philosophy of plant life and 
the character and habits of birds and insects by which husbandry 
has enormously profited. He has told the farmers what crops to 
grow on different soils and how to treat and cultivate them. All 
over the State agriculturists who have no personal knowledge of 
Professor Hilgard and are unaware that they are under any obliga- 
tion to him are following his teaching and profiting by his lessons and 
researches. If the debt the people of California owe to Professor 
Hilgard were fully understood his service would be more highly 
appreciated than it is. For many years Professor Hilgard was the 
life of the College of Agriculture, which he has steadily striven to 
lift to a higher plane in the scheme 'of education and extend its 
sphere of usefulness 
His enthusiasm for 
scientific agriculture 


was never subordinated to the instincts and metaphysics of the 
scholar 
At a ripe age he still has an ardent interest in the active 


pursuits of agriculture, and as a fitting close to, a life work devoted 
to the higher development of husbandry is preparing to publish an 
exhaustive work on soils. His place at the head of the College of 
Agriculture has been taken by Professor E. J. Wickson, whose sym- 
pathies and methods are practically the same, and who will doubt- 
less carry on and develop the scheme of agricultural education along 
the comprehensive lines of his predecessor, but the retirement of 
Professor Hilgard nevertheless carries with it something of a sense 
of personal loss. The pioneer in any field of useful activity 
is 


Ubually if not always remembered with special affection, and in 
after years when the structures planned and given earliest form by 
his brain have risen and extended in, splendor and magnitude, they 
are forever associated with the memory of the man who conceived 
them and laid their cornerstones.

Under 
us guiding hand the College of Agriculture may confidently be ex- 
pected to grow in usefulness and influence. Still for a time Caesar's 
palace will seem comparatively empty with Hilgard away.

But af- 
ter a month the forewoman raised her 
salary to two dollars, and after three 
months to two and a half, because she 
was quicker than the othei girls a."d 
did not object to working aftei lours 
where there was a "rush on" In time 
she learned skirt fitting, then waist 
fitting, and when she had become pio- 
ficient In both of these 
she earned 


twelve dollars a week. When the fore- 
woman married she was promoted to 
her place and earned eighteen dollars 
a week. 


IN CHARGE OF SHOP, 


A rival dressmaker offered her twen- 


ty a week to take charge of her busi- 
ness while she went to Europe. When 
her 
employer returned 
she was 
so 


much pleased with the results of that 
management that she raised her salary 
to twenty-two dollars a week, after- 
ward In twenty-four, and from Christ- 
mas it became twenty-five.

J , and took up chicken farming at 
a handsome profit Miss Vandenhof be- 
gan with a half dozen chickens, two 
Belgian hares and three ducke, and In 
two years her live stock had so In- 
creased and multiplied that they were 
earning for her a comfortable living. 
She bought two cows, made butter and 
sold It, contracting -with a New York 
hotel to furnish it butter and eggs at a 
fixed price the year round. When the 
market in butter and eggs had fallen 
she received 
through 
this 
contract 


more than the minimum price. When 
It was at its height she received less, 
but by the arrangement she was assur- 
ed of a reasonable, even a liberal figure 
in every season. 


For instance, one year eggs varied 


from their minimum of 8 cents a doz- 
en to 40 cents; Miss Vandenhof re- 
ceived a fix price of 22 cents a dozen.

are 


large, but no one should undertake1 it 
without a balance of a few hundred 
dollars in the bank to tide the woman 
farmer over in cases of emergency, foi 
emergencies 
are numerous on the 


smallest farm. Hens do not always lay, 
nor cows give milk, according to ex- 
pectations, and they 
must 
be well 


housed and fed despite 
their delin- 


quencies toward 
mistress.

Horticulture, when thoroughly learn- 


ed, is exceedingly profitable, and a 
florist shop stocked from the owner's 
own farm and greenhouses yields three 
or four hundred per cent on the invest- 
ment, of course after the business is 
well established

tion

March 4th and has been rushed since 
that time. ATI average of two hun- 
dred men have been employed on the 
Job. 


The sfhops are located on a tract of 


Jand bounded on the north by Yerba 
Buena avenue, on the ^eaat by Watts 
street, on the tvest by Hollls street, 
and extending south f ram Terba Buena 
avenue about four hundred feet. About 
one-third of this tract lies In Oakland 
and the other two thirds In Emery- 
ville- The location is an Ideal one for 
railway repair shops- The main line 
of the San Francisco, Oakland, and 
San Jose passes on the north, the Hol- 
lis street branch of the Oakland Trac- 
tion on the west, and San Pablo ave- 
nue is two blocks to the east. Spurs 
from both the Southern Pacific and 
the Santa Fe run into the yard, mak- 
ing it possible to buy goods in the Efeist 
In carload lots, ship them out over 
either the Southern Pacific or the San- 
ta Fe, set the car into the Oakland 
Traction yards, break the seal .and un- 
load it in the most convenient pla£e- 


Although but five blocks from the 


bay, 
the elevation at the upper end of 
the yard is twenty-four and sixty-four 
hundredths feet, and at the lower end 
fourteen and seventy-five hundredths 
feet, giving It a fall of nine and eighty- 
nine hundredths feet in a distance of 
nine hundred and eighty feet, thus in- 
suring good drainage.

buildings are grouped so that the de- 
partments having the most business 
with each other will be closest togeth- 
er. The transfer table runs in a 300 
foot pit between -the paint shop on 
the one side and the truck room and 
the carpenter shop on the other. This 
enables a car to be picked up from any 
track and set In on any one o£ the 
twenty-three parallel tracks. 


The transfer table «is the design of 


the Oakland Traction engineers. 
It 


was built in--the company's shops and 
contains a good many original ideas. It 
la 
fifty feet long and has a 40-foot 


space from center to center of trucks. 
It is designed for a capacity of SO tons 
safe load and is capable of carrying 
the largest freight car loaded to Its 
fullest capacity. The two trucks have 
two double-flanged steel-tired wheels 
o( 22 dice, with 10-foot wheel case. 
Power to drive the table is furnished 
by a G- F- 800 motor, which is geared 
to both trucks and moves with a speed 
of three miles per hour. The table has 
air brakes on both trucks' with separ- 
ate cylinders, which are operated from 
a motorman's cab built on table. Two 
girders, constructed from four 15-Inch, 
56 pound "I" beams and four 18x3-4 
steel plates 60 feet long, riveted to- 
gether from the top of table- The truck 
girder Is built from two 15 channels, 
50 nounds, and two 12x% plates, rivet- 
ed on top and bottom- The dead weight 
of table is 15-B tons. 
The 
tracks are all well ballasted 


with crushed rock- The buildings are 
all floored with three-inc-h shiplap ex- 
cept the' blacksmith shop, which has 
a dirt floor. All the walks and yards 
around the buildings are covered with 
crushed rock, oiled with crude oil and 
rolled.

PAINT SHOP. 


The paint shop was the first build- 


Ing finished. 
It Is one hundred feet 


wide 
by two hundred and ten feet 


long. It has four thousand and thirty- 
two square feet of window" glass and 
sixteen hundred and eighty-five square 
feet of skylights. The roof Is put on 
in two bents. In one corner is located 
the office of the boss painter and next 
to it the mixing room- Fourteen par- 
allel tracks' run Into this building and 
each track is capable of holding two 
of the longest "Key Route" cars. 


TRUCK ROOM. 


The truck room is one hundred feet 


wide and two hundred and ten feet 
long, and has fourteen parallel tracks 
running Into it. 
It is equipped with pneumatic and 


power hoists to handle the heavy car 
bodies, trucks, motors and armatures 
with 
the greatest possible ease and 


dispatch. The pits are all double brac- 
ed and have cement walls and floors. 
A motor-driven screw hoist is being 
installed, which will lift the heaviest 
car bodies clear off both trucks at the 
same time. All the latest appliances 
are being Installed- for the inspection, 
cleaning and overhauling of trucks and 
motors- 
The truck room is equally as well 


lighted as the other buildings, there 
being three thousand and six hundred 
square feet of glass in the windows 
and over one thousand six hundred 
and eight-five square feet of skylights. 


CARPENTER SHOP. 


The carpenter shop, one hundred feet 


wide and two hundred and ten feet 
long, -and the wood mill sixty feet wide 
and one hundred and twenty feet long. 
are practically in the same department- 


The Construction and bench work 


being dbne in the carpenter shop, and 
l»the machine work being done in 
the 


mill. The carpenter shop has thirteen 
parallel tracks running Into it, which 
provides 'ample accommodation cars to 
be constructed or repaired.

It is fitted up with 
all the machines useful In modern elec- ' 
trie repair and construction work. A 
large electric oven has been put- into 
bake armature colls, a special field 
winding machine, and also an arma- 
ture lathe- These, with the numerous i 
other machines, make - It one of the ! 
best equipped armature room on the j 
coast. 


There are twelve thousand six hun- 


dred square feet of floor space In the 
machine shop proper. The building is 
heavily trussed to furnish a substan- 
tial foundation for the cranes and line 
shafting;, the floor is of double thick- 
ness, having one inch and* a quarter 
T. &. G- laid diagonally on two-inch 
ehiplap. This makes a tight, smooth 
and very substantial floor. It wou.ld 
be hard to find a better lighted build- 
ing, 
there being two thousand . nine 


hundred and sixteen square feet 
of 


glass in' the windows, besides 
one 


thousand four hundred and eighty-five 
square feet of roof lights. Power to 
drive the machines is furnished by a 
200-horsepower motor, geared 
to 
a 


four-inch 
jack" shaft, and the Jack 


shaft to two lines of three-inch shaft- 
ing, one on each side of the shop. 


The many .kinds of work handled 


necessitate a large variety of ma- 
chines,'for in addition to the regular 
electric railway nepalr and construc- 
tion work, which in itself is no small 
field, there is the power station and 
the marine work to do. 


Th lathes, eight in number, run from 


a forty-two inch Niles steel tire car- 
wheel lathe, weighting fourteen tons 
down to a small trolley wheel lathe. 
The drilling machines, seven.in num- 
ber, 
are graduated from a forty-two 


inch car wheel boring machine, -with- 
power*-crane attached and weighing 
eight tons down to a small Barnes 
drill.

E N G I N E ROOM- 


The engine-house, thiry feet'by thir- 
ty feet, at present contains two Bab- 
cock and Wilcox boilers, rated at,one 
hundred and twenty-five horse-power 
each. It is located next to the wood-

and all shavings and sawdust 


from the wood machines will be con» 
veyed 
through a pneumatic tube to 


the fire-room, where it will 
furnish
